G.S.R. 541(E).—The following draft of cer¬ 
tain rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosme¬ 
tics Rules, 1945, which the Central Government 
propose to make, after consultation with Drugs 
Technical Advisory Board, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sections 12 and 33 of the 
Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), is 
hereby published as required by the said sections 
for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft rules will be taken into considera¬ 
tion after the expiry of a period of thirty days 
from the date on which the copies of the Official 
Gazette in which this notification is published, arc 
made available to the public. 
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Any objection or suggestion which may be re¬ 
ceived from any person with respect to the said 
draft rules before the expiiy of the period so speci¬ 
fied will be taken into consideration by the Cent¬ 
ral Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Drugs and 
Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 1994. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 
their final publication in the Otffcal Ga/.ettc. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules),— 

(1) In the said iulcs, after rule 139-A, the 
following rule shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“139-AA. Inspection before grant or renewal 
of licence.—Before a licence under this 
part is granted or renewed in Forms 32, 
32A or 33, the licensing authority shall 
cause the establishment in which the 
manufacture is proposed to be conduct¬ 
ed or being conducted to be inspected 
by one or more Inspectors appointed 
under the Act. The Inspector or Inspec¬ 
tors shall examine all portions of the 
premises, plant and appliances and also 
inspect the process of manufacture in¬ 
tended to be employed or being employ¬ 
ed ulongwith the means to be employed 
or being employed for standardising and 
testing the substances to be manufactur¬ 
ed and inquire into the professional 
qualifications of the technical staff to be 
employed. He shall also examine and 
verify the statements made in the appli¬ 
cation in regard to their correctness, 
and the capability of the applicant to 
comply with the requirements of com¬ 
petent technical staff, manufacturing 
plants, testing equipments and the Re¬ 
quirements of Plant and Equipment as 
laid down in Schedule M-II read with 
the ‘Requirements of Maintenance of 
Records' as laid down in Schedule U. 

139-AR. Report by Inspector.—The Inspec¬ 
tor or Inspector shall forward a detailed 
descriptive report giving his findings in 
eacli aspect of inspection alongwith his 
recommendations after completion of 
his inspection to the licensing authority. 
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139-AC. Grant or refusal of licence.—(I) If 
the Licensing authority after such fur¬ 
ther enquiry, if any, as he may consider 
necessary is satisfied that the require¬ 
ments of the rules under the Act have 
been complied with and that conditions 
of the licence and the rules under the 
Act shall be observed, he shall grant or 
renew a licence in Forms 32, 32A or 
33. 

(2) If the licensing authority is not so 
satisfied, he shall reject the application 
and shall inform the applicant of the 
reasons for such rejection and of the 
conditions which must be satisfied be¬ 
fore a licence can be granted or renew¬ 
ed and shall supply the applicant with a 
copy of inspection report. 

139-AD. Further application after rejection. 
—If within a period of six months from 
the rejection of the application for a 
licence, the applicant informs the licens¬ 
ing authority that the conditions laid 
down have been fulfilled and deposits 
an inspection fee of Rupees fifty, the 
licensing authority may, if, after caus¬ 
ing further inspection to be made, he is 
satisfied that the conditions for the 
grant of licence have been complied 
with, issue a licence in Forms 32, 32A 
or 33. 

139-AE. Appeal to the State Government.— 
Any person who is aggrieved by the 
order passed by the Licensing authority 
refusing to grant or renew a licence 
under this part may within thirty days 
from the date of receipt of such order, 
appeal to the State Government and the 
State Government may, after such en¬ 
quiry into the matter as is considered 
necessary and after giving the said per¬ 
son an opportunity for representing the 
case, pass such order as it thinks fit”. 

2. In the said rules, after rule 85-E, the follow¬ 
ing rule shall be inserted namely 

“85 EA.—Inspection before grant or rene¬ 
wal of licence—Before a licence under 
this part is granted or renewed in Form 
25-C or 26-C, the licensing authority 
shall cause the establishment in which 
the manufacture is proposed to be con¬ 
ducted or being conducted to be inspect¬ 
ed by one or more Inspectors appointed 
■ under the Act. The Inspector or Inspec¬ 
tors shall examine all portions of the 
premises, plant and appliances and also 


inspect the process of monufacture inten¬ 
ded to be employed or being employed 
alongwith the means to be employed or 
being employed for standardising and 
testing the substances to be manufac¬ 
tured and inquire into the professional 
qualifications of the technical stati to be 
employed. He shall also examine and 
verify the statements made in the appli¬ 
cation in regard to their correctness, and 
the capability of the applicant to comp¬ 
ly with the requirements of competent 
technical staff, manufacturing plants, 
testing equipments and the requirements 
of Plant and Equipment as laid down 
ill Schedule M-I read with the Require¬ 
ments of maintenance of Records as 
laid down in Schedule U. 

85-EB. Report by Inspector.—The Inspector 
or Inspectors shall forward a detailed 
descriptive report giving his findings on 
each aspect of inspection alongwith iris 
recommendations after completion of his 
inspection to the licencing authority. 

85-EC. Grant or refusal of licence.—(l) If 
the licensing authority after such fur¬ 
ther enquiry, if any, as he may consider 
necessary is satisfied that the require¬ 
ments of the Rules under the Act have 
been complied with and that conditions 
of the licence and the rules under the 
Act shall be observed, he shall grant or 
renew a licence in Form 25-C or 26-C. 

(2) If the Licensing authority is not so satis¬ 
fied, he shall reject the application and 
shall inform the applicant of tne rea¬ 
sons for such rejection and of the con¬ 
ditions which must be satisfied before a 
licence can be granted or renewed and 
shall supply the applicant with a copy 
of inspection report. 

85-ED. Further application after rejection.—- 
If within a period of six months from 
the rejection of an application for a 
licence, the applicant informs the licens¬ 
ing authority that the conditions laid 
down have been fulfilled and deposits 
an inspection fee of Rupees fifty, the 
licensing authority may, if, after causing 
further inspection to be made, he is 
satisfied that the conditions for the 
grant of licence have been complied 
with, issue a licence in Form 25-C or 
26-C. 
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85-EE. Appeal to the State Government.— 
Any person who is aggrieved by the 
order passed by the licensing authority 
refusing to grant or renew a licence 
under this part may within thirty days 
from the date of receipt of such order, 
appeal to the State Government and the 
State Government may, after such en¬ 
quiry into the matter as is considered 
necessary and after giving the said per¬ 
son an opportunity for representing the 
case pass such order as it thinks fit”.
